OTTAWA, Oct. 22.—The 

break-up of the Hepburn gov- 
ernment in Ontario has cre- 
ated a sensation at Ottawa, 
explanations and theories to 
explain Mr. Hepburn’s retire-

The one certainty is that the 
Hepburn party, which for some 
years has not been, in fact, the 
Liberal party, has collapsed. 


Other and equally significant 
resignations either have already 
been announced or are expected 
very soon. Harry Nixon, the near- 
est approach there is to a Liberal 
leader, is out of the government. 
T. B. McQueston, the titular head 
of the Ontario Liberal Association, 
and a close associate of Mr. Hep- 
burn, is also reported to have re- 
signed. The break-up apparently is 
complete. , 

At the moment it is much easier 
to foresee the immediate ‘conse- 
quences at Toronto than the effect 
these developments may have upon 
federal affairs or upon the future 
career of Mr. Hepburn. 


EXPLANATIONS HEARD 


In order of probability, the ex- 
planations current here are as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Hepburn’s numerous swift 
changes of front have cost him sup- 
port and, cumulatively, have made 
his position impossible. His bitter 
breach with Mr. King cost him the 
support of many Liberals. 

His reversal with respect to Com- 
munists and Labor generally has 
cost him heavily with the reaction- 
ary wing of his supperters — of 
which, incidentally, Mr. Conant, his 
successor, is the leader. 

Still earlier, his friendship with 
Mr. Duplessis and his efforts to 
form a Hepburn-Duplessis alliance 
against Mr. King, alienated many 
supporters who hold by the tradi- 
tional Orange order viewpoint with 
regard to French Canada, Again 
Mr. Conant is the representative 
man in this regard. 

In fact, this explanation takes 
the line that Mr. Hepburn was so 
inconsistent and unstable that 
unity among his followers was 
destroyed and his leadership was 
made impossible. 

Next is the explanation that Mr. 
Hepburn realizing that a general 
election in Ontario must come 
within a year and being under no 
illusions as to the fate awaiting 
him, has decided to return to the

Capping yesterday's reports that 
the German assault was ebbing, 
Soviet headquarters and military 
dispatches credited the Russians 
with these significant feats: 

1—Capture of an important hill 
overlooking the city. 

2—Capture of another height 
through a Soviet flanking ma- 
noeuvre which overran two Nazi 
defence lines 

3—A major trench raid along 
the vital 40-mile corridor northwest 
of Stalingrad, in which more than 
200 Germans were killed. 

4—Recapture of several build- 
ings in Stalingrad’s blood-soaked 
northern factory district, where the 
Germans have thrown perhaps 60,- 
000 troops and hundreds of tanks 
and planes into the attack. 


5—A_ stonewall defence else- 
where around the fire-blackened 
city 


With his 1942 timetable disrupted, 
Hitler now faces the swift approach 
of winter and the prospect of either 
withdrawing his siege armies or 
seeing them huddle in dugouts and 
trenches in the ruined countryside. 

Dispatches to Izvestia reported 
that the steppes across the Don- 
Volga corridor had been trans- 
formed into muddy bogs, with - 
early October's unseasonal 
warmth giving way suddenly to 
rain, a cold wave and the first 
snow of the season,

NATIONAL WAR FINANCE COMMITTEE 
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Always “Too Little” 


In three years of war the Allies have 
never, on any front, had a sufficiency of 
equipment. From France to Stalingrad and 
Guadaleanal their fighting men have al- 
wavs had to attempt too much with too 
little. The forces they could throw into 
any theatre have been limited by scarcity 
of arms and the scarcity of ships to carry 
the men and the arms. The disasters that 
have overtaken them have not been due to 
lack of generalship or courage, but to lack 
of tools, and to lack of men because of lack 
of tools and ships. Where Allied troops 
have fought on anything like even terms 
they have won. They have held their own 
many times when the odds were heavily 
against them. 

This fearful handicap of under-equip- 
ment is being overcome. But it has not yet 
been overcome, and can only be overcome 
if the pace is held on the production front 
and speeded up as the enemy also quickens 
his pace. We have to out-build the Axis 
war industries if we are going to out-fight 
their forces on land and sea and in the air. 
And the sooner we do the out-building the 
sooner can we do the out-fighting. 

What it is physically possible for Cana- 
dian workers to produce must be made fin- 
ancially possible. To make this possible 
Canadians everywhere must dig into their 
pockets and their bank balances and sup- 
ply the money.

There was of course a purpose in view 
in giving out the information at London 
that 530 Axis submarines have been sunk 
or damaged by forces of the United States 
and the British Empire..

If he was not speaking to the Allied 
peoples, Mr, Alexander must have been 
Speaking to those ef the Axis countries, in 
particular to the people of Germany,, It 
was to them probably his message was di- 
rected. They are now facing the third 
winter of the war that was to be all over 
by Christmas of 1939, and was certain to be 
finished by the end of 1940—Goering said 
so. It promises to be a hard winter for 
them, harder even than the last. There is 
grief now in a million—perhaps two million 

German homes where it was absent a 
year ago, The food situation there—de- 
Spite assurances from the same source— 
cannot be cheering. The occupied countries 
are areas of .smouldering hatred and 
threatening revolt, 

To people so situated, the news that the 
Submarine is not the invincible weapon it 
was Supposed to be can only be dishearten- 
ing.

But back of all this is the basic fact, 
which it is folly to ignore. Canada’s man- 
power, supplemented by womanpower, is 
limited. The limit has not been reached in 
diverting men into the fighting forces and 
men and women into essential lines of 
production. But it is being approached, 
and the time has come when the sorting 
process is more difficult and will require 
more detailed action. 


The duties of the Director of selective 
service are unenviable, and serious to the 
last degree. They will not be made lighter, 
nor his efforts more successful, by fault- 
finding on the part of those who cennot 
know all the facts of the situation.

If Gold Mines Close 


FROM THE NORTHERN MINER 


The spectacle of United States | 
gold mines being ordered to shut 
down brings Canadians face to face 
with the same possibility. 

Now that they stand in front of 
it, they find it a horrid spectre, and 
one which calls for sober, serious 
thought as to the consequences. 

The Northern Miner would like 
to strongly emphasize that it is"im- 
possible to shut the Canadian gold | 
mining industry down without the 
risk of the loss of billions of dollars | 
of ore. should the war run to any 
great duration. Timber must be 
extensively used, rockbursts are 
common, and if the timber were 
permitted to rot the mines would | 
cave in and the ore would become 
irrecoverable, 

The fact is that if production was 
stopped in the gold mines in Can- 
ada, very large numbers of men; 
would still have to be kept em- 
ployed to keep the mines in shape 
so that they would not cave in, and, 
economically, it would be cheaper 
aud better to let the industry pro- 
duce than to close it down, 

In terms of money it would cost 
at least $25,000,000 a year to main- 
tain the gold mines if they were 
closed down, and this the Govern- 
ment would have to pay if it or- 
dered the mines to stop producing.

Pedestrians will be permitted on 
the streets, but they are asked to 
keep to the sidewalks and to be 
especially careful when crossing at 
street intersections as air raid auto- 
mobiles, ambulances, fire reels and 
other vehicles will be travelling on 
the main thoroughfares at high 
rates of speed. 

At the scene of major incidents 
planned by the committee, the 
police and air raid wardens will 
move the public out of the zone of 
operations, and Mayor John W. 
Fry asked for the co-operation of 
all citizens in this phase of the 
alert test, and also their co-opera- 
tion in obeying all regulations gov- 
erning the test. Full particulars of 
these regulations will be released 
later. 

Residents are requested 
frain from using their telephones 
unless for very urgent reasons, as 
frequent use during the test will 
materially affect the efficiency of 
the work of the air raid wardens in} 
reporting incidents.

Orient Lands
